When  about  seventeen  years  old  1 
was  baptized,  that  was  in  England, 
and  where  I was  then  living  it  was 
a eross  to  be  publicly  baptized,  for 
taunts  and  ridiculo  was  sure  to 
come,  but  it  was  a glorious  day  to 
me;  and  now  in  looking  back,  my 
great  regret  is,  that  I have  so  little 
honored  my  Lord,  have  done  so 
little  for  him,  and  havo  so  often 
grieved  him  by  my  wanderings 
and  sins.  I have  now  to  pray 
“God  bo  merciful  to  mo  a sinner.” 

Now  I want  to  say  a word  about 
Sunday-w-huol  work  in  those  days. 
In  the  country,  round  the  town 
where  I was  then  living,  wero  a 
number  of  villages.  In  most  of 
them  wo  had  mission  schools.  I 
will  givo  you  llio  programme  of 
one  Sunday  which  will  describe 
every  Sunday.

away  into  the  wilderness  of  sin. 
We  are  apt  to  think  that  sin  is 
more  heinous  when  grey  hair  and 
wrinkles  take  tlio  place  of  roseate 
cheek  and  raven  locks,  but  the 
moral  turpitude  which  leads  to  the 
sin  cannot  bo  covered  up  from  the 
eyes  that  are  too  pure  to  look  upon 
sin,  oven  though  robed  in  fleshly 
fairness'  beyond  a poets  dream  of 
beauty.  As  tlio  time  of  the  sere  | 
and  yellow  leaf”  draws  on,  when 
tlio  charm  of  freshness  and  young 
life  is  gone,  one  looks  and  longs  to 
see  the  clear  shining  of  the  moral 
qualities;  but  how  are  they  to! 
shine  if.  they  are  r.pt  there,  and 
will  there  be  any  room  for  them  in  i 
u heart  that,  in  the  heydey  of  life,! 
was  tilled  with  and  feasted  on  the 
pride  and  lust  and  ambition  of  the 
world,  the  flesh,  and  the  devil. 

Admiration  of  intellect  and  cul- 
ture often  touches  the  scales  of 
justice,  till  moral  worth,  if  it  be  in 
uncouth  environments,  kicks  the 
beam,  whilq  sin,  clothed  with  the 
^ mantle  of  learning,  and  adorned 
1 with  the  ^raci'H  of  genius,  is  pruirtuil 
anti  ratoil  of  great  value. 

Take  for  instance  lieorgo  Eliot, 
one  of  the  latest  utterances  of  her 
philosophy  was,  that  the  soul 
might  be  nothing  inoro  than  a se- 
cretion. She  wrote  marvellously 
well,  and  m the  admiration  of  her 
genius,  Christians  forgot  her  life, 
overlooked  the  subtle,  insidious, 
moral  poison  that  pervaded  much 
that  she  wrote.  Some,  after  her 
death,  seemed  anxious  to  foun  1 a 
hope  for  her  salvation  on  the 
rumor  that  before  her  death,  she 
found  great  enjoyment  in  the  pe- 
rusal of  Thomas  a Kempis’  Imita- 
tion of  Christ.  Do  sueh  writers 
imbue  the  reader  with  a deep  and 
genuine  appreciation  of  moral 
worth  ? 

Another  way  in  which  many  of- 
fend or  put  stumbling  blocks  in 
the  path  toward  moral  rectitude  is. 
in  the  countenance  given  to  per- 
sons of  known  immorality  on  ac- 
count of  their  genius.  Histrionic 
talent  is  encouraged  by  Christians 
I even,  though  actresses  and  actors 
are  known  to  be  untit  tor  decent 
j society,  young,  impressible  girls 
attend,  with  t ho  full  consent  of 
i Christian  parents,  theatres  ; young 
men  ami  boys,  seeing  their  exam- 
ple, are  impatient  of  “strait-laced 
restraint,”  which  would  keep  them 
from  such  places,  ami  are  embold- 
ened to  break  over  the  barriers 
set  by  conscientious  parents, 
j When  once  started  in  these  slip- 
: pery  paths,  what  shall  the  end  he, 
and  who  is  responsible  for  the 
lapses  from  the  moral  way  ? Oh, 
for  grace  to  live  such  lives  that 
our  owii  and  our  neighbor’s  cliil- 
, dren  shall  fe  1 ami  know  that  we 
place  the  crown  of  excellence  upon 
the  brow  of  moral  worth.  T~ 


npon  them,  and  where  the  soul’s 
highest  powers  will  be  gently 
wooed  into  their  best  growth. 
Among  all  the  things  which  you 
cannot  do,  this  at  least,  you  can 
do;  and  unless  you  do  this,  you 
are  certainly  responsible  for  what- 
ever of  chilling  and  deadening 
change  tlio  coming  years  may 
bring  to  those  whom  you  are  sent 
of  God  to  cherish  and  protect.— S.
